Many people are natural born tradr 
ers. 
W hen other boys were raising

thing lor less than it was worth, and 
selling it for all they could get.

profit when he next rise cornea. 
Un- 
lortunateh the rise in that particular 
article is likely never to come. 
If it 
was selling low, it probably had inher­ 
ent d e fe r s which the insiders knew. 
A man who gets that particular bug 
in his system finds it difficult to throw 
off. 
He is apt to neglect his own busi­ 
ness while he dabbles in schem es and

In most cases 
he does not add anything to produc­ 
tion.

Every purchase involves taking 
chances.

composed of representatives of tw en ­ 
ty-seven nations that met recently in 
Gene a, I am custodian of authorita­ 
tive i eports recording appalling con­ 
ditions among millions of people liv­ 
ing in E astern Europe. 
“One of the most terrible tragedies 
in the history of the hum an race is 
being enacted within the broad belt 
of territory lying between the Baltic 
and the Plack and Adriatic seas. 
“This area includes the new Baltic 
state.;---Poland, 
C zechoslovakia, 
the 
Lki. ine. Austria. Hungary, Koumania, 
Montenegro, Albania and Serbia. 
“The reports which come to us make 
it clear that in these war ravaged 
lands i ivilization has broken down. 
Disease, bereavem ent 
and 
suffering 
are present in practically every house­ 
hold. while food and clothing are in­ 
sufficient to make life tolerable. 
Men, 
women 
aud children are dying by 
thousands, 
aud 
over 
vast 
once-civ­ 
ilized areas there are to be found 
neither medical appliances nor med­ 
ical skill sufficient to cope with the 
devastating plagues. 
W holesale star­ 
vation is threatened in Poland this 
sum m er unless she can procure food 
supplies in large quantities. There are 
now approximately 250,000 cases of ty ­ 
phus in Poland and in the area occu­ 
pied by Polish /o o p s . 
Worst Typhus Epidemic in History. 
“Tliis is already one of the worst ty­ 
phus epidemics in the world’s history. 
In Galicia whole towns are crippled 
and business suspended. 
In some dis­ 
tricts there is but one doctor to each 
150,000 people. 
“ In the Ukraine, we were told, ty­ 
phus and influenza have affected most 
of the population. 
A report from Vien­ 
na, dated February 12th, said: 
‘There 
are rations for three weeks, death 
stalks through the streets of Vienna 
and takes unhindered toll.* 
“ Budapest, according to our inform a­ 
tion. is one vast city of misery and 
suffering. 
The num ber of deaths is 
double that of births. 
Of the 160,000 
children in the schools, 100,000 are de 
pendent on public charity. 
There are 
150,OuO workers idle. 
“Typhus and small pox have invaded 
the four countries composing Czecho 
Slovakia and there is lack of medi­ 
cines, soap and physicians. 
“In Serbia typuhs has broken out 
again and there are but two hundred 
physicians to m inister to the needs 
of that entire country. 
“in Montenegro, where food is ru n ­ 
ning short, there are but five physi­ 
cians for a population of 450,000. Re 
turning to Hie United States a few 
weeks ago with ail these horrors ring­ 
ing in my ears, I found myself once 
more in a land whose granaries were' 
overflowing, w here health and plenty 
,abounded and where life and activity 
and eager enterprise were in full flood. 
“I 
asked 
myself: 
‘W hat 
if this 
plague and famine were here in the 
great territory between the Atlantic 
seaboard and the Mississippi Valley, 
which roughly parallels the extent of 
these ravaged countries and that .65.- 
000,000 of our own people condemned 
to idleness by lack of rawr material 
and whose fields had been devastated 
by in . asion and rapine were racked by 
starvation and pestilence and lf we 
had lifted up our voices and invoked 
the attention of our brothers in hap­ 
pier Europe to our own deep miser 
ies and our cries had fallen on deaf 
ears, would we not in our despair 
exclaim against their heartlessness.’ 
Only Three Ways to Help Europe. 
“There are only three ways by which 
these stricken lands can secure sup 
plies from the outside world. 
One is 
by paym ent, one by credit, and the 
third is by exchange of commodities. 
If these peoples tried to buy m aterials 
and supplies in America at the present 
m arket value of their currencies, Au 
stria would have to pay forty times 
the original cost, Germany thirteen 
times, Greece just double, OzechoSlo- 
vakia fourteen tim es and Poland fifty 
times. 
These figures are official and 
are a true index of the economics plight 
of these countries. 
“It is clear, therefore, that they can 
not give us gold for the things they 
must have, nor have they either prod­ 
uce** or securities to offer in return 
for credit. 
If only they could obtain 
raw m aterial which these idle millions 
of theirs could convert into m anufac­ 
tured 
products 
they 
w’ould 
have 
something to tender the world in re­ 
turn for its raw material, food and 
medicine. 
But if they have neither 
money nor credit how are they to take 
this first great step towards redem p­ 
tion? 
“One half the world may not eat 
while tile other half starves. 
How 
long do you believe the plague of 
typhus th a t is taking- a hideous death 
toll in Ksthonia and Poland and the 
U kraine and eating along the fringes 
of Germany and Czecho slovakia WHI 
confine itself to these rem ote lands? 
“Only last Saturday our health com­ 
m issioner of New’ York. Dr. Copeland, 
mailed for the other side just to m eas­ 
ure the danger and take precauTlon 
against such an invasion. 
“This is one m enace at our threshold. 


offifer, more threatening, more tcp 
ribfc, is the menace of the world’s ill 
will. 
W e can afford to die, but to 
be despised forever as a greedy and 
pharisaical nation is a fate that we 
m ast not incur. 
The French governm ent has many 
serious problems to solve, but the 
French peasant is working and the 
French artisan, while stiU sadly in 
need of raw' m aterials, has not lost his 
habit of industry and thrift. The most 
encouraging fact about France today 
is that her people are alive to the 
seriousness of F ran ce’s problem, and 
they are going forward bravely to 
solve th a t problem. 
“Italy, despite her great shortage of 
rawr material, is looking forward and 
not backward. 
Italy can be relied up­ 
on to do her part. 
“England is meeting the problems 
of reconstruction just as those who 
knew her past should have expected 
her to m eet them. 


Plan to Aid Central Europe. 


“It is not for me, perhaps, to give 
in detail a formula for solution of the 
world s ills, Lur as I have been asked 
m a n y times, ‘W hat would you do?’ 
I 
ani glad to give my own answer, ac­ 
cordingly I would ask: 
“I. 
That congress immediately pass 
a bill appropriating a su n not to ex­ 
ceed $500,000,000 tor the use of central 
and eastern Europe. 
“2. 
That congress call upon the 
President 
to appoint a non political 
commission of thiee Americans, dis­ 
tinguished for their character and ex­ 
ecutive ability and commanding the 
respect of the American people. 
Such 
a commission should include men of 
Hie type of C eiler;! 
Pershing. Mr. 
Hoover or Ex-Secretary Lane. I would 
invest that commission with complete 
power. 
. “3. 
I would have the commission 
Instructed 
to 
proceed 
at 
once, ac- 
ompanicd by proper personnel, to sur 
ey conditions iii Central and Eastern 
Europe and then act for the restora 
ion of those countries under such con 
litions and upon such term s as the 
,‘ommission itself may decide to be 
iracticable and effective.

Certainly it is wTorth making 
the additional advance in order to real 
ize the peace for which we have al­ 
ready struggle^, for nothing is more 
certain than that until normal condi­ 
tions are restored in Europe there can 
be no peace.’ 
“Above all things, I would say, that 
whatever action is taken should be 
taken immediately. 
The crisis is so 
acute that the situation does not ad­ 
mit of delay, except with the possibil­ 
ity of consequences one hardly dares 
contemplate. 
“The situation that I have spread 
out here is far beyond the scope of 
individual charity. Only by the action 
of governments, our own and the oth­ 
ers whose resources enable them to 
cooperate, can aid be given in suffi­ 
cient volume. 
I am also confident 
that our action would be followed by 
the governments of Great Britain, of 
Holland, of the Scandinavian coun­ 
tries, of Spain and Japan, and that 
France and Belgium and Italy, not­ 
withstanding all of their losses, would 
help to the best of their ability.*'
